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Chance of Meatballs’ tops weekend box-office

NEW YORK - The forecast 
was bright at the box-office 
for “Cloudy with a Chance 
of Meatballs,” which earned 
$30.1 million to lead this 
weekend’s films. 

Sony’s 3-D animated family 
comedy was adapted from 
the popular 1978 children’s 
book by Judi and Ron Barrett. 
Despite schools being back in 
session, the film still was able 
to draw kids and their parents 
to the multiplexes. 

“The meatballs have cleared, 
so to speak,” said Rory Bruer, 
head of distribution for Sony. 
“It really is a feature where 
everything aligned perfectly.” 
That’s good news for other 
adaptations of classic 
children’s books on the 
horizon, namely the much 
anticipated big screen version 
of Maurice Sendak’s “Where 
the Wild Things Are.” 

The Spike Jonze directed 
adaptation will be released 
Oct. 16. 

“It really does pave the way 
for a really strong opening for 
that film,” said Hollywood, 
com box-office analyst Paul 
Dergarabedian. “It’s such 


anticipation is really high.” 

He added that the strength 
of “Cloudy with a Chance of 
Meatballs” showed that 3-D 
is proving to be a significant 
draw for moviegoers. The film 
also was released on IMAX at 
127 venues, which accounted 
for $2.5 million, or 8 percent 
of its box-office. 

Steven Soderbergh’s “The 
Informant!” came in second 
with $10.5 million, according 
to studio estimates Sunday. 
That was slightly better than 
expected for the Warner Bros, 
comedy, which stars Matt 
Damon as a bipolar whistle 
blower. 

Last week’s box-office topper, 
Tyler Perry’s “I Can Do Bad 
All By Myself,” saw a 57 
percent drop for Lionsgate. It 
still earned $10 million, good 
enough for third place. That 
brought its cumulative total to 
$37.9 million. 

Jennifer Aniston’s “Love 
Happens” (Universal) came 
in fourth with $8.5 million, 
suggesting that audiences 
may be tiring of the actress 
in romantic comedies. It’s her 
third film this year. 

Coming in a distant fifth was 
“Jennifer’s Body,” the R- 


Diablo Cody, the scribe of 
“Juno” fame. It earned just 
$6.8 million for 20th Century 
Pox. “Jennifer’s Body” is 
viewed most significantly as a 
test of its star, Megan Pox, to 
headline a movie. 

“You always hope for more, 
but it’s a modestly budgeted 
film that will ultimately be 
profitable for us,” said Chris 
Aronson, senior vice president 
of domestic distribution for 
Pox. 

Dergarabedian said the 
number was somewhat low 
for what looked like “a fan 
boy’s dream,” but said the 
R-rating and niche potential 
of “Jennifer’s Body” wasn’t 
ideal for a coming-out party 
for the actress. 

“It may be a matter of just 
choosing the right projects 
for her,” said Dergarabedian. 
“She’s trying to find a world 
beyond 'Transformers,’ and 
she will. She’s young and has 
a lot of promise.” 

On the whole, it was an “up” 
weekend for Hollywood, said 
Dergarabedian. The weekend’s 
total box-office gross was 
approximately $100 million, 
which compares favorably

John Travolta may testify 
at Bahamas trial 

NASSAU, Bahamas - Actor John Travolta is among the 
potential witnesses at a Bahamas trial beginning Monday 
for two people accused of trying to extort $25 million from 
the movie star, court officials say. 

An ambulance driver and a former Bahamas senator 
allegedly targeted Travolta after his chronically ill son died 
in the Bahamas. They are accused of demanding money in 
exchange for not publicizing a document related to 16-year- 
old Jett Travolta’s treatment. 

Jury selection is scheduled to begin Monday and the actor 
is on a list of people prosecutors could call to testify, said 
Bahamas Chief Magistrate Roger Gomez. 

The trial in the capital, Nassau, returns the spotlight to 
the courts in this island chain off the Florida coast that 
has become familiar with celebrity cases. Last year, a jury 
inquest found the 2006 death of Anna Nicole Smith’s 20- 
year-old son Daniel in the Bahamas was the result of an 
accidental drug overdose. 

The Travolta case began when the actor filed an extortion 
complaint with Bahamas police in January, days after his 
son died from a seizure at a family vacation home on Grand 
Bahama island. 

Former Sen. Pleasant Bridgewater and paramedic Tarino 
Lightboume, who was among those who tried to revive Jett 
after he collapsed Jan. 2, have pleaded innocent to charges 
including conspiracy to commit extortion. 

The pair allegedly threatened Travolta with a document that 
would have released emergency responders from liability 
if the family refused an ambulance. However, police said 
that did not happen in Jett’s case. It is unclear why the pair 
allegedly believed Travolta would pay to keep the document 
from being released. 

Both defendants have been free on bail. □

NEW YORK (Reuters) - U.S. 
stocks could extend their rally 
and the Dow industrials (.DJI) 
may climb above 10,000 this 
week, should the Fed’s policy¬ 
makers and economic data 
support the view the economy 
is recovering from recession. 
The Federal Open Market 
Committee will meet on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, with 
investors anxiously awaiting 
the policy-makers’ assessment 
of whether the economy is 
improving. 

The week’s key economic 
data will include U.S. existing 
home sales, new home sales, 
a report on new orders of 
durable goods such as washing 
machines andrefrigerators, and 
a final reading for September 
on consumer sentiment — all 
likely to put the expectations 
for recovery to the test. 


A raft of initial public offerings 
are also expected to price, 
making it the biggest week 
for initial public offerings in 
the United States in nearly 
two years in a sign of growing 
confidence in the market. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
Index (.SPX) has staged a 
six-month climb from a 12- 
year closing low, rising 58 
percent. The rally has fed on 
expectations of a rebound 
from recession coupled with 
cheap money that has flooded 
roughly every market. 

“The market has obviously had 
a nice run with a combination 
of hopes for second-half 
recovery and a very easy Fed 
policy,” said Peter Boockvar, 
an equity strategist at Miller 
Tabak & Co in New York. 

The Fed is expected to 
acknowledge a batch of recent 
economic data pointing to 


a fledgling recovery. The 
F OMC’s policy statement, 
due about 2:15 p.m. EDT on 
Wednesday at the end of the 
two-day meeting, will come 
about a week after Federal 
Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bemanke’s comments that 
the U.S. recession was “very 
likely” over. 

But Bemanke also said the 
recovery would be slow and it 
would take time to create new 
jobs. “We’re seeing investors 
that were really direly 
pessimistic move the meter to 
slightly more optimistic, and 
that is confirmed with each 
little piece of economic data,” 
said Fred Dickson, market 
strategist at D.A. Davidson & 
Co in Fake Oswego, Oregon. 
That optimism has translated 
into an extension of the rally in 
stocks. For the week, the Dow 
rose 2.24 percent, capping its 
best week in two months. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
(.SPX) gained 2.45 percent 
and the Nasdaq added (.IXIC) 
2.50 percent. 

Investors are wondering 
whether interest rates will 
remain at record lows for a 
period of time and whether 
the economic recovery will 
remain on track. 

“We get both those questions 
answeredpartially(this)week,” 
Boockvar said, referring to the 
FOMC meeting and key data 
including the index of leading 
U.S. economic indicators and 
durable goods. 

STEADY FED 

Central banks around the world 


have begun debating how, 
and more importantly when, 
to phase out the emergency 
steps taken to contain the 
worst global financial crisis in 
decades. Most are not expected 
to do so until well into 2010. 
The Fed has “already 
announcedthey’re going to halt 
the purchases of Treasuries,” 
Boockvar said. “The real exit 
strategy is (normalizing) the 
Fed funds rate, and they are 
not close to doing that.” 

A Reuters poll released 
on Wednesday showed 
economists expect the Fed 
to hold rates steady until the 
third quarter of next year. It 
also showed expectations the 
U.S. economy will make a 
more robust recovery from 
recession than expected a 
month ago. 

The market is expecting a 
very sharp rebound from the 
recession, said John Praveen, 
chief investment strategist 
at Prudential International 
Investments Advisers EEC in 
Newark, New Jersey. He said 
people will closely watch the 
Fed’s take on what comes 
for the economy after the 
rebound. 

The Fed’s and other central 
banks’ strategies also will be 
part of the discussion during 
a two-day G20 summit in 
Pittsburgh, starting Thursday. 
Bankers’ pay and other 
financial regulations will also 
be examined. 

DURABFE GOODS IN 
SPOTFIGHT 

On the macro front, the main 


event is set for Friday with 
the release of August durable 
goods orders, forecast to rise 
0.5 percent, according to 
economists polled by Reuters. 
“The new orders component 
of the ISM survey has been 
very strong,” Prudential 
International’s Praveen said. 
“People are looking for 
validation (of the improved 
sentiment) in the durable 
goods data.” 

Sales of existing or used 
homes, due on Thursday, are 
expected to show a rise to an 
annual rate of 5.35 million 
units in August, from July’s 
rate of 5.24 million, according 
to the Reuters poll. New home 
sales for August, due on Friday, 
are expected to increase to an 
annual rate of about 440,000 
from July’s rate of 433,000. 
Stronger home sales will 
be viewed as an expected 
continuation of the 
improvement in the housing 
market, Praveen said. 

On Monday, the Conference 
Board, a private research 
group based in New York, 
will release its index of 
leading indicators for August 
at 10 a.m. EDT (1400 GMT). 
Economists polled by Reuters 
expect a 0.7 percent increase, 
compared with a previous gain 
of 0.6 percent.

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Sacked Irish computer workers to get massive Eli aid 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The 
European Commission 

announced Saturday aid of 
14.8 million euros (24.75 
million dollars) for 2,400 
workers left jobless by the 
closure of a US computer 
factory in western Ireland. 

The announcement was made 
as Commission chief Jose 
Manuel Barroso was visiting 
Limerick, and two weeks 
before Ireland votes again on 
whether to accept the EU’s 
Lisbon Treaty. 

“The economic crisis is 
affecting all European 
countries but Limerick and 
the surrounding areas have 
been hit hard by job losses 
at the local Dell plant and its 
suppliers,” it quoted Barroso 
as saying. 

“The EU is built on solidarity. 
Our natural response is to 
come to the aid of those who 
are experiencing difficulties 
and to take decisive action to 
tackle the jobs impact of the 
crisis,” he said. 

The cash is aimed at helping 
the redundant workers find 
new jobs in the wake of the 
closure of the Limerick plant, 
which had made Dell Ireland’s 
leading exporter, as the global 
crisis shattered the Celtic 
Tiger economy. 

The aid under the European 
Globalisation Adjustment 


Fund, which was set up to 
help workers hit by the world 
economic crisis, still has to 
be approved by the European 
parliament and the bloc’s 27 
member states. 

Ireland votes in a referendum 
on October 2 on the Lisbon 
Treaty, which is designed to 
improve decision-making in a 
greatly expanded EU. 

In a referendum in June last 
year the country — which is 
constitutionally bound to put 
the treaty to a public vote — 
sent shockwaves through the 
EU when it rejected the pact 
by 53.4 percent. 

Latest opinion polls suggest 
the new referendum, following 
adjustments to the treaty, will 
return a yes vote, influenced 
in particular by the economic 
crisis which has hit Ireland 
harder than most.

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FINALLY, A HEALTH CARE BILL TO TALK ABOUT

Cheers for Sen. Max Baucus, the Montana Democrat who spent 
months keeping his “Gang of Six” together, negotiating with 
Republican senators over health care reform, no matter how 
insincere, cowardly or irritating they were. Even when Sen. 
Chuck Grassley, R-Iowa, caved in to the lie about “death panels,” 
giving it credence in a town hall forum, Baucus, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, kept Grassley and the others at the 
table. The result is a health care reform bill that is hardly perfect 
— it needs several refinements — but which can jump-start the 
debate over final legislation among Democrats in the House and 
Senate. And, after a long summer of circuses and freak shows, 
Democrats are the only members whose views ought to matter. 
Republicans have taken themselves out of negotiations, choosing 
to sell their souls to the unhinged fringe led by Glenn Beck and 
Rush Limbaugh. For all of Baucus’ efforts to compromise with 
his GOP colleagues, not a single one of the three Republicans in 
the Gang of Six stood with him Wednesday when he announced 
his plan. Even the usually thoughtful Sen. Olympia Snowe, R- 
Maine, has, for the moment, caved in to intense pressure from 
her party not to help the passage of health care reform. 

But therein lies the brilliance of the Baucus strategy: There 
cannot be a doubt in the reality-based universe that the Obama 
administration and Senate Democrats reached out in the spirit 
of bipartisan compromise but found their outreach greeted with 
incoming mortar rounds. Sen. Jim DeMint, R-S.C., revealed the 
GOP strategy in July, when he said that killing health care would 
be President Obama’s “Waterloo. It will break him.” 

Never mind the millions of Americans who desperately need 
a health care system that doesn’t bankrupt them but actually 
provides treatment when they get sick: All that the GOP is 
interested in is ruining Obama’s presidency. 

Because Baucus was keen to compromise with fiscal 
conservatives, including many in his own party, his bill would 
meet the president’s test of fiscal responsibility: It does not “add 
one dime” to the deficit. Indeed, it goes further. The widely 
respected, nonpartisan Congressional Budget Office says 
the Baucus proposal is likely to cut the deficit by nearly $50 
billion over the next decade and even more after that. Still, there 
are problems aplenty with the stingy approach, as Sen. John 
Rockefeller, D-W. Va., and other Democrats made clear. For 
one thing, it still leaves health care unaffordable for many, even 
though they will be (rightfully) forced to purchase it. That’s 
especially true for low-earning younger adults. 

About 10 million Americans between the ages of 19 and 26 lack 
health insurance, according to the Urban Institute. Some simply 
don’t purchase it because they’re young and healthy and feel 
invincible. □

crashing down, destroying 
enclosures and administrative 
buildings. The May 12, 2008, 
quake left nearly 90,000 
people dead or missing, 
including 12 staffers at the 
panda center. The center had 
63 pandas before the quake, 
but one died, another went 
missing and a third died of 
illness, Xinhua said, citing 
Luo Zengbin, deputy head 
of the provincial forestry 
department. The surviving 
pandas have been moved to 
zoos elsewhere in China, with 
most sent to the Bifengxia 
panda base in the city ofYa’an. 
About 1,590 pandas are living 
in the wild, mostly in Sichuan 
and the western province of 
Shaanxi. An additional 180 
have been bred in captivity. 
Wolong is part of efforts to 
breed giant pandas in hopes 
of increasing the species’ 
chances of survival. □

Insane killer caught 
after fleeing during trig

SEATTLE (AP) — An insane 
killer who slipped away from 
the staff of a mental institution 
on a field trip to the Spokane 
County International Fair was 
recaptured Sunday without 
injury more than 180 miles 
(290 kilometers) away in 
south-central Washington 
state. 

With a helicopter overhead 
and dozens of federal, state 
and local law enforcement 
officers swarming around 
Goldendale, Phillip Arnold 
Paul, 47, seemed ready to 
surrender when he walked out 
to the Goldendale-Bickleton 
road about 22 miles east of 
town shortly after 4 p.m., just 
as search personnel arrived at 
the scene, Klickitat County 
Sheriff Rick McComas told 
The Associated Press. 

Spokane County sheriff’s 
Capt. Dave Reagan said Paul

DENVER (AP) — Investigators said they 
found notes describing how to make bombs 
in the handwriting of an airport shuttle driver 
arrested as part of a terrorism investigation, 
and they also discovered his fingerprints on 
materials — batteries and a scale — that could 
be used to make explosives. 

The emerging details show that Najibullah 
Zazi, who has admitted receiving weapons 
training from al-Qaida, played a direct role in 
an alleged terror plot, authorities said in court 
documents released Sunday. 

Zazi, 24, has publicly denied being involved 
in a terror plot. Zazi, his father, and an imam 
in New York City were arrested late Saturday 
on charges of making a false statement to the 
government, though legal experts say more 
charges could be coming. 

Zazi’s defense team denied reports that Zazi 
considered a plea deal related to terror charges, 
and Zazi’s attorney, Arthur Folsom, dismissed 
as “rumor” any notion that Zazi played a crucial 
role. Zazi’s defense team did not respond to 
repeated attempts to reach them Sunday. 
Federal officials in Denver declined to 
comment. Zazi admitted to FBI agents that he 
received instructions from al-Qaida operatives 
on subjects such as weapons and explosives. 


Court documents filed in Denver say Zazi 
was speaking with agents under an agreement 
through which he might avoid prosecution. 

He received the training in the federally 
administered tribal areas of Pakistan, the 
documents say. 

The FBI said it found images of nine pages 
of handwritten notes on a laptop containing 
formulas and instructions for making bombs, 
detonators and a fuse. 

Zazi told the FBI that he must have 
unintentionally downloaded the notes as part 
of a religious book he downloaded in August. 
Zazi said he “immediately deleted the religious 
book within days of downloading it after 
realizing that its contents discussed jihad.” 
However, an arrest affidavit says the handwriting 
on the notes appeared to be Zazi’s. The affidavit 
doesn’t mention that they were part of a book, 
but that they were e-mailed as an attachment 
between accounts believed owned by Zazi in 
December, including an account that originated 
in Pakistan. “It appeared to be consistent with 
the handwriting as it appeared in the document,” 
an FBI agent wrote of comparisons of Zazi’s 
handwriting with the notes. 

In addition, agents found Zazi’s fingerprints on 
a scale and double-A batteries seized during a 
raid at a home in the New York City borough of 
Queens on Sept. 14.

comments today that issues 
raised by the videos need to 
be investigated.” 

In the meantime, the group 
has suspended the admission 
of new clients to its housing 
program.

The group’s Democratic 
leanings and political work 
have make it a target of 
Republicans, who led the 
drive last week to deny it any 
further federal funds.

Zazi, who lives in the Denver 
suburb of Aurora, underwent 
three days of questioning by 
the FBI before his arrest. 

Also arrested were his father, 
Mohammed Wali Zazi, 53, 
in Denver; and an associate, 
Ahmad Wais Afzali, 37, of 
New York City, the Justice 
Department said Sunday. 
Both also were charged with 
making false statements to 
federal agents, which carries 
a penalty of eight years in 
prison. Court appearances for 
all three were set for Monday. 
Both Mohammed Zazi 
and Afzali face charges 
for allegedly lying to FBI 
agents about calls between 
Denver and New York. While 
prosecutors are seeking 
to detain Najibullah Zazi, 
prosecutors say they’re 
not seeking detention for 
Mohammed Zazi, his father. 

It was unclear from court 
documents whether officials 
would seek to detain Afzali, 
an imam at a mosque in 
Queens who has worked as 
an informant for New York 
police. 

Crews of journalists clustered 
outside Afzali’s home in 
Queens. No one answered 
the doorbell at the three-story 
brick residence, adorned 
with brightly colored flower 
boxes. 

Carl Tobias, a law professor 
at the University of Richmond 
who has been tracking 
terrorist investigations around 
the country, said authorities 
could have made the arrests 
now because they feared too 
much information was getting 
out to the suspects. Additional 
charges could be filed later, he 


said. 

FBI agents say Najibullah 
Zazi traveled to Pakistan twice 
this year on Jan. 15 and most 
recently on Aug. 28. Zazi says 
he was visiting his wife, who 
lives in the Peshawar region. 
The investigation escalated 
after Zazi rented a car and 
drove from Denver to New 
York, crossing into Manhattan 
on Sept. 10. Zazi said he went 
to New York to resolve some 
issues with a coffee cart he 
owns in Manhattan, then flew 
home to Denver. The FBI 
searched Zazi’s rental car 
and laptop during the New 
York trip and listened in on 
telephone conversations, 
according to the affidavits. 

On Monday, FBI agents and 
police officers with search 
warrants seeking bomb 
materials searched three 
apartments and questioned 
residents in the Queens 
neighborhood where Zazi 
stayed. 

An arrest warrant affidavit 


says FBI agents intercepted 
a phone conversation around 
Sept. 11 in which Afzali, 
a legal permanent resident 
from Afghanistan, told Zazi 
that he had spoken with 
authorities. “I was exposed to 
something yesterday from the 
authorities. And they came to 
ask me about your characters 
(sic). They asked me about 
you guys,” Afzali told Zazi, 
according to the affidavit. 
However, Afzali allegedly 
lied to authorities about that 
conversation when federal 
agents asked him about it 
Thursday, according to the 
affidavit. The department 
says Mohammed Zazi, a 
naturalized U.S. citizen who 
was interviewed last week by 
the FBI, lied when asked if he 
knew anyone by the name of 
Afzali and said he didn’t. The 
FBI said it had wiretapped 
a conversation between 
Mohammed Zazi and Afzali 
during Najibullah Zazi’s visit 
to New York.

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Obama: Health insurance mandate no tax Increase

WASHINGTON 
President Barack Obama 
says requiring people to get 
health insurance and fining 
them if they don’t would 
not amount to a backhanded 
tax increase. 

“I absolutely reject that 
notion,” the president 
said. Blanketing most 
of the Sunday TV news 
shows, Obama defended 
his proposed health care 
overhaul, including a key 
point of the various health 
care bills on Capitol Hill: 
mandating that people get 
health insurance to share the 
cost burden fairly among 
all. Those who failed to 
get coverage would face 
financial penalties. 

Obama said other elements 
of the plan would make 
insurance affordable 

for people, from a new 
comparison-shopping 
“exchange” to tax credits. 
Telling people to get health 
insurance is absolutely not 
a tax increase, Obama told 
ABC’s “This Week.” 

“What it’s saying is, is 
that we’re not going to 
have other people carrying 
your burdens for you 
anymore,” said Obama. 
“Right now everybody 
in America, just about, 
has to get auto insurance. 
Nobody considers that a tax 


increase. 

Obama faces an 
enormous political and 
communications challenge 
in selling his health care 
plan as Congress debates 
how to pay for it all. 

He told CBS’ “Face the 
Nation” that he will keep 
his pledge not to raise taxes 
on families earning up to 
$250,000, and that much of 
the final bill — hundreds 
of billions of dollars over 
the next 10 years — can 
be achieved from savings 
within the current system. 
Coming up with the rest 
remains a key legislative 
obstacle. 


Republican National 

Committee Chairman 

Michael Steele said there is 
no way Obama can achieve 
his goals without raising 
taxes. 

“He has to. How else do you 
pay for it?” he told CBS. 
Obama put his support 
behind the idea of taxing 
employers that offer high- 
cost insurance plans. 

“I do think that giving a 
disincentive to insurance 
companies to offer Cadillac 
plans that don’t make 
people healthier is part of 
the way that we’re going 
to bring down health care 
costs for everybody over the 
long term,” Obama said on 


NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 
Obama’snetworkinterviews 
were taped Friday at the 
White House. He became 
the first president to appear 
on five Sunday network 
shows in the same morning, 
an extraordinary effort to 
build public support for his 
top domestic priority. 

The goal is to expand and 
improve health insurance 
coverage and rein in long¬ 
term costs. 

Yet despite so many weeks 
of speeches, town halls and 
interviews, Obama said 
he has found it difficult at 
times to make a complex 
topic clear and relevant. 
“I’ve tried to keep it 


digestible,” Obama said. 
“It’s very hard for people 
to get their arms around 
it. And that’s been a case 
where I have been humbled 
and I just keep on trying 
harder.” 

Obama told Univision’s 
“A1 Punto” (“To the Point”) 
that the strong opposition to 
his plan is part of a political 
strategy. 

“Well, part of it is ... that 
the opposition has made a 
decision,” he said. “They 
are just not going to support 
anything, for political 
reasons.” 

Senate GOP leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky 
said Obama doesn’t 
understand Republicans’ 
opposition. 

“I don’t know anybody in 
my Republican conference 
in the Senate who’s in favor 
of doing nothing on health 
care,” McCo nn ell said. 
“We obviously have a cost 
problem and we have an 
access problem.” 

But he told CNN’s “State 
of the Union” that the 
Democrats’ plan is simply 
too rushed. 

Sen. Lindsey Graham, 
R-S.C., said Obama has 
ignored grave concerns 
over his plan and his media 
blitz won’t change that. 
“The president is selling 
something that people, quite 
frankly, are not buying,” 
Graham told NBC’s “Meet 
the Press.” 

“He’s been on everything 
but the Food Channel,” he

“He came out of the brush, onto the roadway, as law enforcement 
officers were going by,” McComas said. “His intent was to 
voluntarily give himself up because he knew we were going to 
find him.” 

The sheriff said he didn’t know how Paul reached the area, 
adding the information that he might be nearby came from 
authorities in Spokane. Authorities have offered no clues as to 
what Paul was doing in the Goldendale area or where he may 
have been headed. 

Reagan said the arrest was made by Spokane County sheriff’s 
detective Roger W. Knight, who also nabbed Paul after he gave 
Eastern State Hospital personnel the slip during a field trip in 
Medical Lake, where the mental institution is located, in 1991. 
Following that arrest, Paul knocked Knight unconscious in the 
jail booking area, separating his shoulder, and was convicted of 
first-degree escape and second-degree assault. 

McComas said Paul would be taken to Yakima following a brief 
checkup by medics in Goldendale. 

Earlier in the day, 50 to 60 federal, state and Spokane-area law 
enforcement personnel were shifted from the Spokane area in 
eastern Washington to Goldendale, southeast of Seattle and 
southwest of Spokane. 

Reagan wouldn’t specify what led to the shift, which occurred 
on the third day after Paul’s escape. It remained unclear whether 
Paul met up with anyone after his getaway Thursday morning. 
Until Sunday, authorities said they believed Paul would head 
for his family home in Sunnyside, east of Goldendale and 
southwest of Spokane. But Reagan said investigators have had 
no indication that Paul passed through Sunnyside. 

Paul left little clothing in his room, just some underwear and 
socks, and was carrying a backpack and $50 from a Social 
Security check when he vanished. The field trip to the fair, 
which included 30 other patients, is an annual event that Paul 
easily could have anticipated, Reagan said. 

Paul was committed after he was diagnosed as schizophrenic 
and acquitted by reason of insanity in the slaying of an elderly 
woman in Sunnyside in 1987. He soaked her body in gasoline 
to throw off search dogs. 

Jim Stevenson, a spokesman for the state Department of Social 
and Health Services, said Paul received an injection designed to 
maintain his mental stability for about two weeks on Wednesday. 
Only at the end of that period would he need another dose to 
avoid the potential for a serious deterioration of his mental 
condition, Stevenson said. On Saturday Reagan told The 
Spokesman-Review newspaper that investigators learned Paul 
had several contacts in the Spokane area after living outside the 
hospital complex periodically, including stays at The Carlyle 
Care Center in downtown Spokane.Q 


Five children, woman 
found dead in Florida

— Five young children and 
their mother were found dead 
in a Florida apartment, and 
authorities were searching 
Sunday for the woman’s 
husband, who had left the 
country. 

Mesac Damas, 33, boarded 
a flight to Haiti from Miami 
International Airport on 
Friday, said Collier County 
Sheriff’s Office spokeswoman 
Michelle Batten. Damas has 
family from Haiti, she said. 
Sheriff’s officials said they 
want to talk to Damas, who is 
a person of interest. 

Haitian police spokesman 
Frantz Lerebours could not 
immediately be reached for 
comment. A message was also 
left with the FBI. 

The victims were identified 
as Guerline Damas, 32, and 
her children: Michzach, 9; 
Marven, 6; Maven, 5; Megan, 
3; and 11-month-old Morgan. 
Batten would not say how 
they died. 

Family members contacted 


authorities Thursday saying 
they had not heard from the 
mother. A missing person 
report was filed the next day, 
and on Saturday, the sheriff’s 
office entered the home in a 
gated community in Naples 
and found the bodies, Batten 
said. Sheriff Rambosk called 
the homicides “the worst of 
the worst.” 

Damas left Miller’s Ale House 
in Naples, where he worked 
as a cook, Thursday night. He 
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arrived at the Miami airport 
Friday morning and boarded 
a flight to Haiti, the sheriff’s 
office said. His car was found 
at the airport and had been 
secured by investigators who 
are checking it for evidence. 
The man’s father, Jean Damas 
Sr., told the Naples Daily 
News that his son had called 
his brother from Haiti. Damas 
Sr. also said his son and 
his wife have had domestic 
problems. □

In Iran’s first official reaction 
to the U.S. decision to scrap 
a European missile intercept 
system to defend against 
threats from Iran, Ayatollah 
Ali Khamenei claimed 
President Barack Obama’s 
administration is following 
the same policies as its 
predecessor. 

“The U.S. officials who talk 
about Iranian missiles and 
their danger while saying 
Iran intends to build a nuclear 
bomb, they know these words 
are wrong,” Khamenei said in 
remarks broadcast on state-run 
radio. “Despite its apparent 
friendly messages and words” 
the Obama administration is 
pursuing the same policy of 
Iran-phobia, he said. 

The U.S. administration has 
invited Iran to start a dialogue 
on its nuclear program and 
gave a vague September 
deadline for Tehran to take up 
the offer. The U.S. and five 
other world powers accepted 
an offer from Iran earlier this 
month to hold “comprehensive, 
all-encompassing and 

constructive” talks on a range 
of security issues, including 
global nuclear disarmament. 
European Union foreign 


policy chief Javier Solana will 
meet Iran’s nuclear negotiator 
Saeed Jalili on Oct. 1 for talks 
on Iran’s nuclear program. 
Iran has long maintained the 
program is purely for peaceful 
purposes and Khamenei 
reiterated that Iran considers 
the production and use of 
nuclear arms forbidden by the 
country’s Muslim beliefs. 

The Obama administration 
announced earlier this month 
it was scrapping a Bush-era 
plan for a missile defense 
system based in Poland and 
the Czech Republic. Former 
President George W. Bush 
contended the system was 
needed to shoot down any 
Iranian missile if Tehran ever 
developed one with adequate 
range to threaten the United 
States or Europe. 

U.S. officials have said the 
decision was based largely 
on a new U.S. intelligence 
assessment that Iran’s effort to 
build a nuclear-capable long- 
range missile would take three 
years to five years longer 
than originally thought. The 
scrapped plan will be replaced 
by a new one initially geared 
more to the threat of short- and 
medium-range missiles from 
Iran. Khamenei also addressed 
Iran’s domestic political 


crisis, warning government 
supporters against accusing 
opposition members of 
wrongdoing without proof. It 
was the latest indication that 
the Islamic government may 
be easing up on critics of the 
June presidential election. 

In a speech marking the end 
of the Muslim holy month of 
Ramadan, Khamenei appeared 
to be working to iron out 
tensions that have created the 
country’s biggest domestic 
political crisis since the 1979 
Islamic Revolution — the 
fallout from the disputed June 
12 election in which President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad won 
re-election in a race critics say 
was marred by widespread 
fraud. 

Amid mass trials of 
supporters of reformist 
presidential candidate Mir 
Hossein Mousavi, as well 
as claims of abuse, coerced 
confessions and intimidation 
by security forces targeting 
the opposition, Khamenei 
said while a suspect’s own 
confession was admissible, 
his testimony or accusations 
could not be used to implicate 
others in the unrest. 

“We do not have the right to 
accuse without any proof,” 
Khamenei said, urging the 
judiciary and security forces 
to pursue offenders within the 
bounds of the law. The speech 
was carried live on Iran’s state 
radio and television. 

“What a suspect says in court 
against a third party has no 
legitimate validity,” he said. 
Khamenei did not single 
out any individuals, but his 
remarks appeared to refer to 
testimony by some detainees 
who maintain that former 
President Hashemi Rafsanjani 
and other reformists 
supported Mousavi to weaken 
Khamenei. 

Rafsanjani — who has been 
absent from several recent 
official ceremonies, including 
a Friday prayer led by the 
supreme leader earlier in 
September — was seen sitting 
in the first row of worshippers 
during the prayer ceremony at 
which Khamenei spoke. 
Khamenei has been a staunch 
supporter of Ahmadinejad, 
support that has further 
angered critics and opened 
up a wide rift between the 
country’s influential clerics 
— reformists on one side, 
hard-liners on the other. □

BERLIN (AP) — A doctor 
leading a group therapy 
session gave participants 
drugs and other substances 
that killed two and left 10 
hospitalized, Berlin police 
said Sunday. One person 
was left comatose and in 
critical condition. 

The doctor who led the 
session has acknowledged 
giving the participants 
various substances anddrugs 
during the meeting, Martin 
Steltner, a spokesman for 
the Berlin prosecutor’s 
office, told The Associated 
Press on Sunday. It was not 
clear whether illegal drugs 
were given and whether the 
substances were injected or 
taken orally. 

A police statement said 
autopsies have been 
carried out on the two dead 
people but “the chemical- 
toxicological investigation 
will take a while.” 

Police said the session 
took place in a house and 
medical practice in the leafy 
Hermsdorf neighborhood 
in the north of Berlin. The 
50-year-old doctor who 


worked there was detained 
and a homicide division 
was investigating the case, 
police said. 

The doctor, his 41-year-old 
wife, who runs a practice 
for alternative medicine in 
the same building, and 12 
other people attended the 
session Saturday, according 
to a police statement. 
“During the session, which 
lasted several hours, he 
supposedly gave the 
patients various kinds of 
substances and drugs that 
initially led to reactions 
like nausea and vomiting,” 
the statement said. 

When the symptoms got 
worse,oneoftheparticipants 
called emergency services, 
according to the statement. 
When police and ambulance 
cars arrived at the practice, 
they found twelve people 
who appeared to have been 
severely poisoned, it said. 

A 59-year-old man died at 
the scene and a 2 8-year-old 
man died that night in the 
hospital, police said. 

On Sunday afternoon, nine 
other people were released 
from the hospital. One 
patient was still in critical 


condition. On the Internet, 
the doctor identifies himself 
as a psychotherapist for

Captured Pakistan Taliban 
commander dies in jail

ISLAMABAD (AP) — A 
feared Taliban commander 
known for beheading 
opponents died in custody 
from wounds sustained during 
a fierce fire fight with Pakistani 
security forces last week, the 
military said. 

Sher Muhammad Qasab died 
Sunday after being critically 
wounded in the gunbattle in 
Swat Valley, the army’s media 
center said in a statement. 
Qasab’s three sons were killed 
when he was captured. 

Qasab is an Urdu-language 
word meaning “butcher.” He 
was given the title because 
of his ruthlessness toward 
enemies. 


The arrest of Qasab — who 
had a $121,000 bounty on his 
head — was the third from 
the army’s list of 10 most- 
wanted Swat militants. Qasab 
allegedly decapitated many 
Pakistani troops in Swat when 
the Taliban was in control. 

The Pakistan Taliban has 
been on the run since being 
cleared from the scenic valley, 
once a tourist hotspot, and 
surrounding areas in July after 
the military launched a major 
offensive to retake the region in 
April. The military announced 
Sunday that security forces 
killed eight militants in search 
operations throughout Swat 
since Saturday.

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Gay runs second fastest 
100 meters of all time

SHANGHAI (AP) — Tyson 
Gay ran the second fastest 100 
meters of all time on Sunday 
when the American sprinter 
clocked 9.69 seconds to win 
his event at the Shanghai 
Golden Grand Prix meeting. 
Gay matched Usain Bolt’s 
winning time in last year’s 
final at the Beijing Olympics, 
then a world record, but 
which the Jamaican has since 
eclipsed with his astonishing 
run of 9.58 seconds to win the 
100 title at last month’s world 
championships in Berlin. 

The American, who had 
come home in 9.71 in Berlin, 
powered to victory in Shanghai 
ahead of Asafa Powell of 
Jamaica, who clocked 9.85. 

It was a special day too for 
team mate Carmelita Jeter in 
her 100 meters race, where the 
American became the second 
fastest woman of all time in 
10.64. 

Only the late Florence Griffith- 
Joyner has been faster over 
the distance — a total of three 
times, including her world 
record of 10.49 set in 1988. 


Jeter’s performance improved 
on Marion Jones’s time 
of 10.65, set at altitude in 
Johannesburg in 1998, and 
left her well clear of Jamaica’s 
Veronica Campbell-Brown in 
10.89 at the Shanghai meet. 
There was more for the fans 
to enjoy with Chinese hurdler 
Liu Xiang placing second in 
his first race since a foot injury 
forced him to pull out of the 
Beijing Games one year ago. 
Liu received boisterous 
applause from his hometown 
crowd and put his hand to 
his heart before collapsing on 
the track after finishing the 
110 meter hurdles in 13.15 
seconds. He has been one of 
China’s most popular athletes 
after winning the country’s 
first Olympic gold medal in 
track at the Athens Games in 
2004. 

American Terrance Trammell, 
who placed second at the 
world championships last 
month in Berlin, won the race 
in a photo finish. 

In other events, Russian pole 
vaulter Yelena Isinbayeva 
made another attempt at 
improving her world record 


but failed to clear 5.07 meters 
— one centimeter higher than 
her current mark. Isinbayeva, 
who has broken the world 
outdoor and indoor marks 27 
times, won Sunday’s meet 
with a vault of 4.85. Poland’s 
Anna Rogowska placed 
second with 4.60, and her 
compatriot Monika Pyrek got 
third with 4.50. 

In the men’s 200, Wallace 
Spearmon pulled away 
comfortably in the last 
70 meters to win in 20.57 
seconds. Kim Collins of St. 
Kitts and Nevis placed second 
in 20.90, and American 
Shawn Crawford came in 
third, clocking 21.04. 
American Lashawn 

Merritt, first at the World 
Championship, won the 400 
in 45.28. Robert Tobin of 
Britain place second in 45.49, 
and Gary Kikaya won third in 
45.63. 

Kenya’s Augustine Choge 
unleashed his kick in the final 
200 meters in the men’s 800 
and cruised away from South 
Africa’s Mbulaeni Mulaudzi, 
who won at the worlds in 
Berlin. Choge finished in 1 
minute, 44.10 seconds, while 
Mulaudzi clocked 1:45.68 
and Bram Som finished in 
1:45.78. 

Amine Laalou of Morocco 
won the 1,500 meters with a 
blistering surge that began in 
the final 200 meters, finishing

BOGOTA (AP) - Colombia 
extradito a Estados Unidos 
el sabado a Nancy Conde 
Rubio de las FARC, a quien 
las autoridades interceptaron 
sus llamadas telefonicas y 
asi consiguieron realizar el 
rescate de 15 secuestrados en 
poder de la guerrilla. 

Entre lo s cauti vo s de las Fuerzas 
Armadas Revolucionarias 
(FARC) se encontraban tres 
estadounidenses. 

Conde, de 37 anos, fue 
extraditada en un avion de 
las autoridades antidrogas 
estadounidenses, dijo el jefe de 
la direccion de investigacion 
criminal de la policia (Dijin), 
general Fuis Ramirez. 

Agrego que el avion se dirige 
inicialmente a la Florida y 
desde alii la detenida, que 
llevaba las manos esposadas 
y un chaleco antibalas, sera 
conducida ante la corte que la 
requiere. 

Junto a Conde fiieron 
extraditadas el sabado otra 
mujer y ocho hombres, todos 
solicitados por Estados Unidos 


por delitos de trafico de drogas, 
entre ellos Gildardo Rodriguez 
Herrera, capturado enmayo del 
2008 y quien es buscado por 
una corte del sur de la Florida 
por asociacion delictuosa para 
importar, poseer y distribuir 
cocaina, indico la Dijin en un 
comunicado. 

En lo que va de ano, agrego el 
organismo, 152 colombianos 
han sido extraditados. 

Conde, alias “Doris Adriana”, 
es solicitada por una corte 
del Distrito de Columbia, 
en Estados Unidos, por 
delitos de “conspiracion para 
favorecer organizaciones 
terroristas” y “apoyo material 
a organizaciones terroristas”. 
Fa detenida era la companera 
sentimental del guerrillero 
Gerardo Aguilar, alias 
“Cesar”, tambien extraditado 
a Estados Unidos en julio y 
quien file el encargado de 
custodiar en cautiverio a 
los tres estadounidenses y 
la ex candidata presidencial 
Ingrid Betancourt, entre otros 
rehenes. 


En una operacion realizada 
el 2 de julio del 2008, el 
ejercito rescato a Betancourt, 
a los tres estadounidenses 
y a 11 policias y militares. 
En el operativo tambien fue 


capturado “Cesar”. 

Parte de los datos que 
condujeron a ese rescate 
partieron de una llamada 
hecha por Conde en el 2003 a

Slsmo de 5,1 grados en zona 
fronteriza de Mexico-EEUU 


CALEXICO, California, EE.UU. - Un 
sismo de magnitud moderada sacudio el 
norte de Mexico y se sintio en el sur de 
Estados Unidos, desde San Diego hasta el 
suroeste de Arizona, pero no se reportaron 
danos ni victimas. 

El sismologo Dale Grant, del Servicio de 
Geologia de Estados Unidos, dijo que el 
movimiento de 5,1 grados de magnitud se 
sintio poco antes de las 16.00 horas locales 
del sabado. El epicentro fue localizado a 
37 kilometres (23 millas) al sureste de la 
ciudad fronteriza mexicana de Mexicali, 
a una profundidad de unos 10 kilometres 
(6,2 millas). 

Se registraron varias replicas, la mayor de 


4,2 grados de magnitud, unas dos horas 
despues del sismo inicial. 

El Servicio de Geologia de Estados 
Unidos recibio informaciones de que 
hubo personas que sintieron el temblor 
hasta a unos 193 kilometres (120 millas) 
al oeste del epicentro del sismo, en San 
Diego, asi como a unos 96 kilometres al 
este, en Yuma, Arizona.Operadores del 
Departamento de Policia de Calexico 
informaron que su estacion se sacudio 
brevemente, pero no hubo informaciones 
de danos o victimas. 

Calexico esta a 193 kilometres al este 
de San Diego y tiene una poblacion de 
27.000 habitantes.Q
